President Wilson twice appealed for 
further respite for Hillstrom. The pres- 
ident's second request, made yesterday, 
•was denied by Gov. Spry, as not based 
on any new facts. 


Hillstrom Yells 'Tire!" 


When the ofTicers came to get Hill- 
Btrom he broke down and started to 
struggle with them- but when he saw 
the sheriff he became calm and threw 
tip his hands. 
Accompanied by the of- 
ficers 
he walked to the death chair. 
After he was seated they asked him if 
he 
had anything to 
say. 
He 
said: 
"Gentlemen, I die with a 
clear con- 
science. 
I never did anything wrong 
in my life. 
I die fighting, not like a 
coward. 
WcU, I'm going, good bye." 


When the officer started to give the 
command 
to 
lire 
Hillstrom 
yelled 
T i r e ! " 
The squad fired and the bul- 
lets pierced his heart. 
He was dead 
in one minute and ten seconds 
after 
the voUey was fired- 


Fights Guards Fiercely. 


Although 
self-possessed 
when 
hf 
fax:ed his executioners, Hillstrom had a 
sensational nervous collapse just pre- 
viously. 
He tied the door of his ccli 
•with strips torn from his blankets and 
fought the guards 
fiercely 
with 
tlie 
handle of a broom he 
had 
snatched 
from 
an attendant 
in 
the 
coriidoi". 
This 
outburst 
was unexpected. 
Ilill- 
gtrom retired calmly last night, 
lie 
remained 
apparently 
in 
sleep 
until 
eajly this morning. 
About 4 o'clock 
he arose and began to shake the cell 
door, shrieking as if in a night mare. 
The noise reached the out.side îçiiards 
"who turned in a general alarm. 
All 
the prison officers rushed in. The prison 
physician tried with slight success 
to 
quiet the man. 
It was decided not to 
interfere with him until necessary and 
he was not disturbed until the time 
arrived to take bim to the scene of the 
Execution. 


Broom Handle His 
Weapon.

Attorneys for Hillstrom immediately 
asked the governor to grant a ten day 
respite. 
Members of the pardon board 
held a hurried conference and decided 
not to interfere with the execution. It 
was reported at that time that Hil.'- 
strom was weak and showing signs of 
breaking down under the strain. 
Under Eyes of Death Watch. 
Hillstrom spent last night in his cell 
at the state prison under the eyes of 
the death Avatch which was placed over 
him yesterday when Governor Spry de- 
clined to grant President Wilson's re- 
quest for a reconsideration of the case. 
Hillstrom declined to see a minister, 
saying that he had worked out his own 
reiigion and was satisfied with it and 
would not be helped by seeing a minis- 
ter. 
He retired about 10 o'clock and 
went to sleep at once. 


Although he continued to protest that 
he can prove his innocence if granted a 
new trial 
Hillstrom 
remained 
silent 
about how he received a bullet wound, 
or where he was the night Morrison, of 
whose murder he was 
convicted, was 
shot and killed at his grocery in Salt 
Lake 
City. 
"It's 
nobody's 
business 
where I got that 
wound," 
Hillstrom 
said. 
"It is only public curiosity that 
wants to know that. 
T am not here to 
gratify public curiosity." 


The Industrial Workers of the World, 
of which Hillstrom is a member, held a 
meeting at their hall and another in the 
streets last night. 
Attendance Avas not' 
larger than usual and the remarks of 
the speakers were mild. 


Chair for Doomed Man. 
A chair for Hillstrom had been placed 
against the inner wall of the prison fac- 
ing a barricade to conceal the five men 
of the firing squad from the condemned 
man and the spectator. 
Three of Hill- 
strom's friends were invited at his re- 
quest to >vitness the exeontion. 
The 
number of spectators is limited by law 
and Avas small, including certain officers 
and press representatives. 
The prison 
physician placed a paper target directly 
over Hillstrom's heart to guide the mem- 
bers of the firing squad, Avho selected 
their rifles by lot. 
The execution Avas 
under the direction of Sheriff J. S. Cor- 
less, of Salt Lake county. 


Officers are much perplexe'd by an in- 
cident that developed last night in con- 
nection Avith arrangements for the execu- 
tion. 
Hillstrom expressed a desire to 
wear a dark suit which had béen under 
lock and key with his other effedts.

"If he knew 
absolutely that the child was defective 
and that an operation would not restore 
its mentality, I have no hesitancy in 
saying that he was justified. 
I can't 
see how any conscientious doctor could 
have done anything else." 


One 
Fort 
Wayne 
doctor took

stand that in extreme cases where a 
child was born in a physical or mental 
condition that showed no hopes for a 
future, no possibilities or reason for ex- 
istence, that a tribunal 
consisting 
of 
the most expert

up the case. 
If the tribunal foimd after 
a thorough study that the subject had 
no possible chance for recovery or a.^-

INDIANA FIRST IN PRESIDENTAL 
PRIMARIES. 
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The Future of the Decatur Line. 


The apparently serious prospect that when the iatenirban trol- 
ley line between Fort Wayne and Decatur is sliortly offered at re- 
ceiver's sale it may pass into the hands not of an organization with 
a purpose to develop and operate it, but become the property of those 
who will purchase it with the idea of "junking" the line should be a 
matter of very serious concern. It should claim the prompt atten^ 
tion of not only Fort Wayne and Decatur, but of the country inter- 
vening as well, for the disappearance of the line would prove a seri- 
ous blow to every land-owner between the two cities. 


The unfortunate financial history of the Fort Wayne-Decatur in- 
terurban project is well known. 
From the outset it has struggled 
against a tremendous handicap. 
It has never had resources suf- 
ficient to meet its needs, and the fact that it has been kept in oper- 
ation at all under the circumstances constitutes no small triumph 
in adroit financiering and in a sturdy battle against adverse circum- 
stances. 
Railroad experts believe some mistakes were made in the 
character of construction that have contributed no small proportion 
of the financial woes of the system. At any rato^ ambitious plans 
of its promoters, ma.ny of whom have given yofirs of arduous and un- 
rewarded labor in the effort to mnki- ilipir rirciims of an extended 
system from Dceatur southward to other cities come true, have come 
to naught. Not only have they failed ol" reward, but some of them 
have sustained hea\T losses. Their labors and their hopefulness and 
their hazards neser^-ed an infinitely better return than fate has pro- 
vided for them.

That is not a pleasant pros- 
pect to contemplate. Can not something be done to guarantee the 
future of the Decatur line? Fort Wayne needs it, Decatur needs it. 
and the community between the two cities needs it.

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 21 


JONAH A MISSIONARY TO 
NINEVEH. 


f 1.ESSON TEXT—Jonah 3:1-10. 
I G O L D E N TEXT—Go ye therefore, and 
m a k e disciples of all nations, 
baptising 
[them Into the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Spirit; tealthingr 
them to observe all things whatsoever I 
command you; and lo, I a m with you al- 
ways, even unto the end of the world.— 
Matt. 28:19, 20 R. V. 


The story of Jonah is one of the 
most famous and most interesting in 
(the Bible. In former series of lessons 
'more extended use has been made of 
'the book giving time to discffes its 
historicity and other 
questions in- 
volved. 
This time only one reference 
is used and that for the purpose of its 
missionary teaching. We accept the 
record of the book literally because 
similar facts are recorded in profane 
history but chiefly because of the tes« 
timony and the usage made of it by 
Jesus 
(see Matt. 
12:40; 16:4 and 
Luke 11:30). 


I. The Prophet Proclaiming, vv. 1-4. 
Jonah "paid the fare" (1:3) and "out 
of the depths" (Ps. 130:1) God de- 
livered him that he might fulfill his 
God-appointed task. 
Even so the na- 
tion of Israel is today crying from out 
of the depths of its woe among the 
nations and will certainly be "deliv- 
ered" when the king comes, that it 
may take its rightful place and fulfill 
its God-appointed tasks. It is a won- 
derful testimony of God's grace (vi) 
that God's word came to Jonah a "sec- 
ond time." 
Once he ran from God's 
command but God is the God of the 
gospel of a "second chance" and a 
third if only we repent and do his 
commands, but God does not give a 
"second chance" to the unrepentant 
(Num. 14:40-45). 
Verse two explicitly 
Bets forth the message Jonah is to de- 
liver even so we are to proclaim the 
Gospel (see I Cor. 15:1-4) not the spec- 
ulations of men nor the subtleties of 
philosophy. The messenger of God 
will find his message in the word of 
God and will declare it. It is the 
word which reveals God's love, his 
plan of salvation, and the destiny of 
the saints. 
"By the foolishness of 
preaching" men will be saved. The 
word "preach" literally means "to cry 
out" or "call out" and implies that 
earnestness and insistence needful for 
a true advocate or witness of God. 
But the power is not in us; it is not 
the word of God mingled with the the- 
ories of men, or with such added to 
the word. The Bible is the soul win- 
ners true staff. Nineveh, vast magnif- 
icent and w^ealthy could not atone 
for its wickedness; its greatness only 
aggravated its condition. 
Jonah did 
not spend any time to acquaint him- 
self with conditions or to do sight- 
seeing but cried, "yet forty days, and 
Nineveh shall be overthrown." 
When 
he explicitly and minutely 
obeyed 
and delivered God's message he at 
once arousofi and arrested the atten- 
tion of the city. He did not attempt 
to present "credentials," nor explain 
or defend his message. He did not 
seek 
to harmonize 
it with "cur- 
rent thought' nor give it a "mod- 
ern 
expression." 
He was 
blunt 
and without compromise but gave an 
opportunity for repentance. 


II. T h e P e o p l e 
P e n i t e n t , 
w , 5-10. 
Nineveh paid immediate heed to the 
man v/ho did not slur over God's warn- 
ing. Had the city continued in sin, It 
had not been delivered. 
Nineveh did 
four things and as a result they were 
saved: 
(1) They believed, "believed 
God" (v. 5). All true repentance Is 
conditioned upon accepting God at 
his word 
(John 13:20). 
(2) They 
evidenced humiliation (v. 6). 
They 
gave such evidence by humbling them- 
selves in the sight of God from the 
king upon the throne to "even the 
least." There waa no apparent attempt 
to qualify or to evade God's decree, 
but rather to accept it and by taking 
a proper place in his sight be deliv- 
ered from the penalty of their just 
deserts. 
(3) They prayed (v. 8; cf. 
6,,7). 
Their prayer was intense. The 
kind of prayer that counts with God 
must also count upon God, and God 
"is slow to anger, and plenteous in 
mercy" (Neh. 9:17). 
Prayer that is 
effective is (a) grounded upon the 
word of God (b) forsakes sin and (c) 
obeys the will of God. 
(James 1:22; 
2:17). 
(4) They made sacrifice (v. 8), 
Mere humiliation and prayer does not 
effect a remedy unless there Is a mer- 
ciless judgment executed 
upon sin. 


Did Jonah fail in his mission? No! 
for God's predictions of ruin are not 
absolute 
and 
unconditional 
(Jer. 
18:7-10). 
Chapter four Is the record 
of Jonah's petulance and of God's lor- 
Ing-kindness. 


Nineveh continued for nearly 200 
years subsequently but it was then so 
completely destroyed that for nearly 
2,000 years its location was unknown 
and disputed though now yielding a 
rich harvest for the archeologlst and 
Bible student. 


Can a nation be stirred today? For 
answer witness Mott and Eddy in 
China. In 14 of China's chief cities 
during three months of 1913, 7,000 of 
the leaders of that nation enrolled as 
inquirers. 


Have your class read carefully and 
prayerfully Psalms 2, Matt. 28:19, 20 
(Golden text) and Rom. 1:16.

Hillstrom, also known as Joe Hill, waa 
arrested three days after the shooting 
on information given 
a doctor near 
Murray, Utah, two and a half 
miles 
south of the scene of the crime.

strom staggered into the doctor's home 
two hours after the shooting, with a 
large bullet wound through his left lung. 
He told the doctor he had been shot in 
a quarrel over a woman and requested 
that nothing be said regarding his visit 
or 
wound. 
The 
doctor, not 
having 
heard of the murders, treated the wound 
and took Hillstrom to a house where he 
had been staying for several days. News 
of the murders recalled the case to the 
doctor and he informed the officers. The

an automatic pistol, of

shooting,

Hill- 
strom's pocket. 
Hillstrom

1 and was reprieveil by Governor Sprv 
September 30, at the request of IVes- 
ident Wilson, who acted on a reqiiest^ 
of the Sweilish minister.

Hillstrom. who says he has been a 
machinist and laborer, claims to be a

in demanding his pardon 
or re- 
trial. 
Resolutions to that effect have 
been passed all over the United States 
and in several foreign countries.

cated a belief that he was accused of 
some political offense. 
The governor's 
office has received thousands of com- 
munications on the 
subject.

reached four hundred a day.

these contained threats of death to the 
governor and 
members of his family, 
who were placed under guard.

Klaborate police precautions have 
existed here for weeks past as a result 
of the threats.

Take Up Toil in Fields as 
Sons and Brothers Are 
on Fighting Front. 


Clennont-Ferrand, Central France, Oct. 
26.—(Correspondence of Tlie Associated 
Press).—The women 
of 
France have 
gathered the crops this year, -while their 
Bons and brothers are 
fighting 
at the 
iiTiut, and they are big crops. 
The har- 
vest ia just closing, the bams in this 
vast farming region are fairly bursting 
with wheat, oats, hay and a* multitude 
of farm products, and the fields are 
stacked with the straw-covered yield of 
potatoes, carrots, beets and vegetables 
of all kinds—all these crops a tribute 
to these Spartan peasant women 
of 
France who in a way are 
fighting 
tlie 
country's battle just as much as the men 
in the trenches. 


For three days a correspondent of The 
Associated Press has passed through 800 
miles of this farming region, under the 
escort of army officers assigned by the 
ministry of war, primarily for the pur- 
pose of seeing the tliousands of German 
prisoners gathered in from Champagne 
and elsewhere, but incidentally giving 
the opportunity of seeing these French 
peasant 
women 
cultivating the 
fields, 
driving the oxen for the fail ploughing, 
picking, sorting and shipping fruit, and 
gathering in the'stores of vegetables and 
tobacco. 


Women were to be seen 
everywhere 
bending over the furroughs or with pan- 
niers on tlieir backs carrying the heavy 
loads of carrots and turnips; on top of 
the straw-ricks pitching the grain into 
place or loading it on wagons; in the 
freight yards near the stations bringing 
in the farm products and storing them 
on flat cars; and in long irregular com- 
panies along the roads at night, going 
home from work with their dogs, wheel- 
barrows, babies and armsful of fagots.

Occasionally a few men are seen in 
the fields, but they seem out of place 
sprinkled among the ranks of the robust 
women. 
They are either old men, usu- 
ally bent and crippled who go at their 
^ o r k unsteadily, or very young men and 
Tioys, not yet in the class of 17-year-old 
recruits. 
But these men are mere super- 
rumaries nov/adays, much as the women 
•\rerc before the war, when they gave a 
helping hand when the harvest pressure 
was greatest.

Tokio, Oct. 21.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Mrs. Harriet A. 
Eills, of Massachusetts, has won the 
first decision in the battle for the pos- 
session of her child, which has engaged 
the attention of two continents. 
As re- 
ported by cable yesterday, the district 
court of Tokio handed down a judgment 
against ]VIr. John Eills, in the 
suit 
brought by his wife for the permanent 
possession of their eight-yeac-old daugh- 
ter, Olga Natalie. 
Mr. Eills at once 
made an appeal to the Tokio court of 
appeal, announcing through his lawyer, 
at the same time, that if the appeal 
court rules against him, he will continue 
the fight to the supreme court of Japan. 
It is expected that the case will require 
another six rnontha or a year for defin- 
ite settlement. 


It is likely that Mrs, Eills will apply 
for a temporary order from the court 
for the immediate custody of the child 
pending the result of the appeaL 
This 
temporary possession will probably be 
opposed by the defendant. 


The Japanese couri reached its decis- 
ion Avithout going into the question of 
the respective fitness of the parents to 
act as the girl's gnardian. 
The judges 
refused to consider this point of the 
case. 
They held that the decision of 
the court of Massachusetts, from which 
Mrs. Eills had two decrees giving her 
the custody of her daughter, has created 
a legal status that ought to be recog- 
nized in Japan, just as the status of 
marriage performed 
abroad is recog- 
nized here. 
The decision 
was based 
largely on consideration of public policy, 
it being the attitude of the court that 
a judgment against Mrs. Eills would af- 
fect the validity of the law of Japan in 
similar cases in the United States. 


Mr. Eills, who is a teacher of English 
in the Higher Commercial school, took 
his daughter from his wife in 191.3 and 
came to Japan. 
An attempt to have him 
extradited having failed, Mrs. Eills her- 
self came to Japan to begin the fight for 
the custody of her daughters. 
All at- 
tempts at reconcilation of the couple 
have failed.

Secretary Summarizes the 
Work Done During the 
Past Year. 


New York, Nov. 19.—"The second year 
of the Lincoln highway i>ropaganda, far 
from falling short of the accomplish- 
ments which marked its establishment 
and first year of progress, has, on the 
contrary, witnessed an even greater de- 
velopment and even more noteworthy 
progress," says Austin F. Bement, sec- 
ictary of the Lincoln Highway associa- 
tion, in the New York Times. The 
striking thing about this progress, writes 
LIi-. Bement, is the fact that the people 
have taken such a great interest in the, 
work. For years there has been a grow- 
ing feeling that one of the serious needs 
of tliis country is better roads, but for 
want of a definite plan of improvement 
upon which it could express its interest, 
this feeling has hardly been Recognized. 
The Lincoln highway furnished an op- 
portunity for those who favored better 
roads to show the extent of their inter-, 
est. The result is that, after tw;o years 
of work, a national highway, extending 
from coast to coast, is now marked so 
that the traveler cannot lose his way, 
and millions of dollars have been spent 
on improvements. 


Mr. Bement further' emphasizes the 
fact tliat the association is not building 
the highway. 
Its work is to convince 
townships, towns, cities, counties and 
«tates that money put into a highway of 
this kind will be well spent and will 
yield a generous return on the invest- 
ment. In t h b work the emphasis has 
been concentrated on three points—the 
marking bf the route, its rapid improve- 
Rient in hard Burface material, and the 
dissemination of educational 
literature 
and publicity aiming at the molding of 
public opinion to the idea of expendini^'. 
puSlic funds in a logical, sane and effi- 
cient way, upon roads leading from some 
definite point to some other definite 
point, and built of materials which al- 
lows of constant use 365 days in the 
year, regardless of weather conditions.

many places," says Mr. Bement, "the 
tourists find the red, white and blue 
marker on every 
successive telegraph 
pole for miles, as in sections of Ne- 
braska and Iowa. 
Again, only one or 
two to the mile will be found, this par- 
ticularly in the far west, where the 
Lincoln highway is the only road, and 
it is practically impossible to go wrong.'- 
Pennsylvania has appropriated 
$225,- 
000 toward the improvement of moun- 
tain roads and the elimination of grade 
crossings along the route in that state, 
and about $150,000 of this amount has 
been spent in the last eighteen months. 
Ohio has spent $350,000 on the highway 
in the last year, and the records show 
that $610,000 has been bonded for by 
the various counties through which the 
route passes. 
Although Indiana has no 
state highway authorities, sixty-eight 


miles of concrete road is either under 
construction or bonded for. A long 
stretch of concrete highway has been 
completed in Illinois, and Iowa is build- 
ing a hard surface road thirty feet wide 
and 
making 
provisions 
for concrete 
bridges on all roads that Avill later be- 
come a part of the complete highway. 
Five sections of coccrete road have been 
completed in Nebraska. 
Grading, level- 
ing, widening and straightening of the 
highway are being pushed in that state. 
Wyoming has spent over $200,000 on its 
section of the- road, but as yet it has 
not begun the concrete work. 


Utah and Nev^ada have spent $75,000 
on the road, but mucli of the route in | 
these states lies in desert regions wliich 
are sparsely populated. At present 75 
per cent of the route in these states is i 
in good condition, and the rest is pro- ' 


vided for. From Lake Tahoe, on the 
Nevada-California border, to San Fran- 
cisco, the highway is practically a boule- 
vard. Air along the route work is going 
on which will tend to make the highway 
popular. 
Hotels are being enlarged and 
improved, and gasoline and repaii; sta- 
tions are being constructed as an induce- 
ment to attract motorists. 
The asso- 
ciation feels that its work has been pro- 
ductive of results which more than jus- 
tify its methods, and in the future it 
will follow about the same lines. Al- 
ready Mr. Bement says there is manifest 
throughout the country a desire to 
see 
the United 
States 
in a way 
which heretofore hag been impossible. By 
means of this highway the tourist comes 
directly into contact with the people, 
and the wliole process makes for a more 
unified coimtry.

Indiana and Ohio Towns Not Likely to 
Get Public Buildings. 


AVashington,-'Nov. 19.—Ohio and 
In- 
diarta cities tlia,t arc expecting an early 
realization of their 
hopes 
for public 
buildings probably are doomed to dis- 
appointment. 
In trying to obtain ac- 
tion looking to tlie selection of a site at 
Shelbyville, Ind., so that plans may pro- 
ceed there. Senator Kern has run

against positive instructions, issued by 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, that 
no more purchases of sites are to be

Washington, Nov. 19.—Former Sen-

Jonathan 
Bourne,

statement today declaring that the fed- 
eral treasury is bankrupt 
and 
that 
when congress meets it will be found 
for. the first time as empty as it was 
when turned over to Abraham Lincoln 
by James Buchanan. 


Mr. Bourne puts out 
his 
direful 
prophecy on stationery of the Repub- 
lican Pxiblicity association, of 'which he 
is chairman. 


"When 
congress 
assembles 
there 
probably will be no free and available 
balance in the federal 
treasiiry—using 
those words in the sense which used 
to be given to them in the days be- 


fore Mr. McAdoo became secretary of 
the treasury," say? Mr. Bourne. 


Hires Expert 
Accountant. 


Mr. Bourne employed Harry S. Chase, 
an 
expert accountant, 
to go 
through 
the statement and he reports: 


"On Aug. 4, 1913, tho 'free avail- 
able balance' in the treasury office and 
in banks was $105,793,571.44. In the 
balance thus stated neither '-subsidiar)' 
silver 
coin,' 
nor 
'silver 
bullion,' 
nor 
'minor,' was included, whereas in the 
statement 
of 
Oct. 23, 
1915, 
these 
items are listed in a total sum of more 
than 
$30,000,000, 
which 
sum, 
Mr. 
Chase 
says, should be deducted 
from 
the balance which Mr. McAdoo says he 
had. 


"In August, 1913, the balances of 
disbursing officers and 
the 
'national 
bank notes' redemption fund were in- 
cluded as liabilities, and they were so 
included 
up to 
Oct. 
1, 
1915, 
when 
Mr. McAdoo decided to exclude 
them 
from this classification, and-thus boost- 
ed his apparent balance by some eighty 
millions of dollars.

WOUNDED SOLDIER IS

Remarkable Work is Done 
in Regeneration of 
War's Victims. 


Paris, Nov. 8.—(Correspondence of The 
Aflsociated Press).—The French govern- 
ment recently gave facilities to The As- 
sociated Press and a party of foreign 
journalists to inspect some of the re- 
markable work which is being done for 
the regeneration of the ranks of strick- 
en, crippled, maimed, and apparently 
hopeless wounded who are borne back 
from the fighting line at Oiampagne. 


Under the escort of French officers, the 
party 'was taken to St. Maurice, a short 
distance outside Paris, where wounded 
are brought after the physical cares of 
surgery have been given, to be nursed 
into convalescence, diverted 
from the 
loss of limbs, and 
gradually 
educated 
into some new line which recreates them 
into useful members of societ3^ St. 
Maurice is of vast dimensions, the build- 
ings and grounds occupying an area prob- 
ably greater than Central park in New 
York. 
The buildings stretch as far as 
the eye can see; low, two-story stone 
structures, so that the cripples are not 
climbing long stairs, and are near the 
gardens, everywhere abundant with flow- 
ers and shrubberj', to lend cheer to the 
occupants. 


"Two hundred more woTinded are com- 
ing." .said an attendant, as the oilicer led 
the way into the first building, the re- 
ceiving ward. 


•'Here they are," said the officer, point- 
ing to 200 large glass photographic plates 
ranged and numbered in a case. 


Tlin photographs of the 200 wounded 
had been sent ahead, t j ^ plates showing 
with precision the exart wound and its 
process of healing, some of them being 
x-ray plates. 


"Sec this one." said tlie officer, holdine 
i;p a hirgi- glass plate showing the side- 
profilf of a wounded soldier, with a gap- 
ing bullet-hole back of the ear, and 
itround (he hole little sutures or cracks 
of the skull. ( 


"It is not a fractured 
skull—that 
would be hopeless," said the officer. "No, 
tli;it mail can be made over." 


But tliis receiving ward was merely 
tlie first stage in a sort of ascending 
scale, which improved the wounded man's 
(ondition at each stage until he was 
finally landed in the school where he was 
made over into a condition more useful 
to himself and society than he was be- 
fore. 
Tt was to this school that chief 
interest was directed. 


Tliis enormous school at St. Maurice is 
a hive of work shops of all kinds—shoe- 
making shops, machine shops, auto re- 
pair shops, blacksmith shops with blaz- 
ing forges and clothes-making shops and 
{lie workmen were the wounded soldiers 
from the firing line, minus an arm, leg or 
eye on which they had before depended, 
imt now lavuu-hed on <i new line which 
did not need that arm, leg or eye. As a 
w][iolc it was as efficient a body of Avork- 
men as one would find in any well-regu- 
lated factory. 
The men had smiling 
faces: those working in groups were 
cliiittinfr and laughing. 


Attention was also given to the fine 
arts and tlie'profes-sions, and here also 
were scliools for sculptnre and painting 
and arrliitcftiire. so that legless or arm- 
less fir pvtdops SMldiers. who had a taste 
for the aesl'ietic. could be led into some 
new )in(% which did not require the use 
of the lost 
member. 
One pale-faced 
young soldier, his left hand gone near 
the elbow, was delicately modeling a 
Venus of Milo with hla remaining hand. 


The soldier architects were making de- 
signs, with blue-prints of girders, arches 
i-nd 
columns. 
and calculating the 
strength of walls and roofs. All of these 
men had something missing, but their 
work was so chosen as to make abso- 
lutely negligible the lost member, and

to make what remained of their mem- 
bers entirely efficient for this particular 
work. Near the soldier architects were 
ranged two long lines of soldier type- 
Avriters, men who had lost a foot or 
some other member, but whose hands 
had now been taught a skill they had 
not known before in rapid typewriting. 


In the shoe shop the men were turning 
out a good grade of shoes, selling for 23 
francs (about $4.60); also wallets and 
purses of all kinds, leather watch chains 
and belts. A large glass case exhibited 
the diversity of their product. It was 
the same in the machine shop, the black- 
smith shop and all the other branches of 
this hive of industry. 


"One soldier with both hands gone," 
?aid the officer, "is making 18 francs a 
day as a carpenter." 


He explained that special tools had 
been made for this handless carpenter, 
fitting on to the steel hooks on his arm 
stumps. 
The planes, for instance, auto- 
matically permitted the carpenter to do 
his work with precision, a bell ringing 
i£ pressure was too great to the 
right, 
another bell if pressure was too great on 
the left, and other bells of forward and 
rear pressure. So that the handless sol- 
dier carpenter learned his trade auto- 
matically, bells warning him of each 
false move until he had become expert. 


The St. Maurice institution and school 
which is thus making soldiers over for a 
new and useful occupation has a capac- 
ity of 800 men, who have their wounds 
dressed so far as remains necessary, are 
housed and fed, and at the same time 
carry on these extensive shops which 
turn out useful products of all kinds, 
and what is more, turn out useful men 
skilled in the arts, architecture, mechan- 
ical arts and the many branches of 
manufacture.

rectional institutions of the state.

During his campaign he made the prom- 
ise to the people that he would ask the 
legislature to make ample provision for 
the maintenance of these institutions, 
placing them outside the necessity of 
constant political lobbying and sustain- 
ing them in an economical yet respectable 
manner, such as becomes the great state 
of Indiana. 


Samuel M. Ralston was elected gov- 
ernor and in this particular as in all 
others, he has kept his word with the 
people. 
With no reference tp political 
lines, this part of his administration has 
been most highly commendcd. - 


,Just as the question of, the manag'a- 
ment of these public institutioiis was 


constant attention from state officials. 
They have also become subject for much 
more intimate study by the people gen- 
erally. 
They form one of the important 
problems of the state government, and 
one constantly growing in importance. 
In the correctional institutions it is no. 
longer merely a matter of placing the 
prisoner behind the bars, guarding him 
with sawed-oflf shot guns until his time 
of service expires, turning him loose with 
due notice to the police to hound him 
until he is caught again, thus keeping 
up the rotation. More attention is given. 
to correction than punishment. Reforma- 
tion is sought rather than chastisement. 
In methods and purposes Indiana 
is 
tknown as a leader in these things.

The comraitt-ee'.s report included plans 
for certain constitutional provisions 
to

own charter through an election,

utilities or t o regulate those within its 
b o r d e r s : a^d t o unite city and

INDIANA FIRST IN PKESIDENTAL 


PRIMARIES. 
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The Future of the Decatur Line. 


The apparently serious prospect that when the later-urban trol- 


ley line between Fort Wayne and Decatur is shortly offered at re- 
ceiver's sale it may pass into the hands not of an organization with 
a purpose to develop and operate it, but become the property of those 
•vvho will purchase it with the idea of "junking" the line should be a 
matter of very serious concern. It should claim the prompt atten- 
tion of not only Fort Wayne and Decatur, but of the country inter- 
vening as well, for the disappearance of the line would prove a seri- 
ous blow to every land-owner between the two cities. 


The unfortunate financial history of the Fort Wayne-Decatur in- 


terurban project is well known. From the outset it has struggled 
'against a tremendous handicap. It has never had resources suf- 
ficient to meet its needs, and the fact that it has been kept in oper- 
ation at all under the circumstances constitutes no smull triumph 
in adroit financiering and in a sturdy battle against adverse eircum- 
stances. Railroad experts believe some mistakes were made in the j 
character of construction that have contributed no small proportion 
of the financial woes of the system. At any rate, ambitious plans 
of its promoters, many of whom have given year's of arduous and un- 
rewarded labor in the effort to make their dreams of an extended 
system from Decatur southward to other citit's come true, have come 
to naught. Not only have they failed of reward, but some of them 
have sustained heavy losses. Tlicir labors nnd tlieir hopefulness and 
their hazards deserved an infinitely better return than fate has pro- 
vided for them. 


There has been the hope that, the system would pass into 'he 


hands of some larger and wealthier eorporaUoti, cither new or old, 
and that it would become a link in some great network of Indiana 
or Ohio trolley lines. Perhaps it, may yet so transpire. Rut the al- 
ternative—and at present the most likely outcome—socms to bring 
the spectre of the wrecking crew to tear up the rails, remove the 
•wires and machinery, and to allow the right-of-way to lapse again 
into its former service as farming laud. That is not a pleasant pros- 
pect to contemplate. Can not something bo done to guarantee the 
future of the Decatur line? Fort Wayne needs it, Decatur needs it, 
and the community between the two cities needs it.

JONAH A MISSIONARY TO 


NINEVEH. 


I tESSON TEXT-Jonah 3:1-10. 
1 GOLDEN TEXT—Go ye therefore, and 
make disciples ot all nations, baptising 
'them Into the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Spirit: teathlng 
them to observe all things whatsoever I 
command you; and lo, I am with you al- 
ways, even unto the end of the world.— 
Matt. 28:19. 20 K. V. 


The story ol Jonah is one of the 


most famous and most Interesting In 
.the Bible. In former series of lessons 
'more extended use has been made ot 
the book giving time to discuss Its 
historicity and other questions In- 
volved. This time only one reference 
Is used and that for the purpose of its 
missionary teaching. We accept the 
record of the book literally because 
similar facts are recorded in profana 
history but chiefly because of the tes- 
timony and the usage made of It by 
Jesus (see Matt 12:40; 16:4 and 
Luke 11:30). 


J" I. The Prophet Proclaiming, w. 1-4. 
Jonah "paid the fare" (1:3) and "out 
of the depths" (Ps. 130:1) God de- 
livered him that he might fulfill hii 
God-appointed task. Even so the na- 
tion of Israel is today crying from out 
of the depths of its woe among the 
nations and will certainly be "deliv- 
ered" when the king comes, that it 
may take its rightful place and fulfill 
Its God-appointed tasks. It is a won- 
derful testimony of God'8 grace (vi) 
that God's word came to Jonah a "sec- 
ond time." Once he ran from God's 
command but God is the God of the 
gospel of a "second chance" and a 
third if only we repent and do his 
commands, but God does not give a 
"second chance" to the unrepentant 
(Num. 
14:40-45). Verse two explicitly 


•ets forth tho message Jonah is to de- 
liver even so we are to proclaim the 
Gospel (see I Cor. 15:1-4) not the spec- 
ulations ot men nor the subtleties ol 
philosophy. The messenger of < 
will find his message in the word ot 
God r i will declare U. It is the 
word '*hich reveals God's love, hii 
plan of salvation, and the destiny 01 
tho saints. "By the foolishness ol 
preaching" men will be saved. Tho 
word "preach" literally means "to cry 
out" or "call out" and implies that 
earnestness and insistence needful for 
a true advocate or witness of God 
But the power is not in us; it is no 
the word of God mingled with the the- 
ories ot men, or with such added to 
the word. The Bible is the soul win 
ners true staff. Nineveh, vast magnlf 
icent and wealthy could not atone 
for its wickedness; its greatness onl; 
aggravated its condition. Jonah die 
not spend any time to acquaint him 
•elf with conditions or to do sight 
teeing but cried, "yet forty days, an< 
Nineveh shall be overthrown." When 
he explicitly and minutely obeyed 
ard delivered God's message ha a 
bnco aroused and arrested the atten 
tion or tho city. He did not attemp 


• to presont "credentials," nor explain 
or defend his message. He did no 
scale to harmonize it with "cur 
rent thought" nor give it a "mod 
ern 
expression." 
He was 
blun 


and without compromise but gave 
opportunity for repentance. 


II. The People Penitent, w. 5-10 


Nineveh paid immediate heed to th 
man who did not slur over God's warn 
ing. Had the city continued in sin, 
had not been delivered. , Nineveh di 
four things and as a result they wer 
saved: 
(1) They believed, "believe 


God" 
(v. 5). AH true repentance is 


conditioned upon accepting God at 
his word (John 13:20). 
(2) They 


evidenced humiliation (v. 6). They 
gave sucn evidence by humbling them- 


' selves in the sight ot God from the 


king upon the throne to "even the 
least." There was no Apparent attempt 
to qualify-or to evade God's decree, 
but rather to accept it and by taking 
a proper place in his sight be deliv- 
ered from the penalty of their just 
deserts. 
(3) They prayed (v. 8; cf. 


6, 7). Their prayer was intense. The 
kind of prayer that counts with God 
must also count upon God, and God 
"is slow *o anger, and plenteous in 
mercy" (Neh. 9:17). Prayer that Is 
effective is (a) grounded upon the 
word of God (b) forsakes sin and (c) 
obeys the will of God. (James 1:22; 


. 
2:17). (4) they made sacrifice (v. 8). 
Mere humiliation and prayer does not 
effect a remedy unless there.is a mer- 
ciless judgment executed upon Bin. 


Did Jonah fail in his mission? No! 


for God's predictions of ruin are not 
absolute 
and 
unconditional (Jer. 


18:7-10). Chapter four Is the record 
of Jonah's petulance and of God's IOT- 
tng-klndness.

FRENCH WOMEN HAVEj 
GATHEREH1G CROPS 


Take Up Toil in Fields as 


Sons and Brothers Are 


on Fighting Front, 


Clermont-Ferrand, Central France, Oct. 


2U.—(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press).—Tho women 
of 
France have 


gathered the crops this year, while their 
sons and brothers are lighting at the 
irout, nnd they are big crops. The har- 
vest is just closing, the bams in this 
vast farming region are fairly bursting ; 
with wheat, oats, hay nnd a multitude ! 
of farm products, and the fields are i 
stacked with the straw-covered yield of j 
potatoes, carrots, beets and vegetables I 
of all kinds—all these crops a tribute 
to these Spartan peasant women of | 
France who in a way are fighting the 
country's battle just ns much as the men 
in the trenches. 


For three days a correspondent of The 


Associated Press has passed through SOO 
miles of this farming region, under the 
escort of army officers assigned by the 
ministry of war, primarily for the pur- 
pose of seeing the thousands of German I 
prisoners gathered in from Champagne i 
nnd elsewhere, but incidentally giving | 
the opportunity of seeing these Frcncti 
peasant women cultivating the fields, 
driving the oxen for the fall ploughing, 
picking, sorting and shipping fruit, and 
gathering in the stores of vegetables and 
tobacco. 


Women were to be seen everywhere 


bending over the furroughs or with pan- 
niers on their backs carrying the heary 
loads of carrots and turnips; on top of 
the straw-ricks pitching the grain into 
place or loading it on wagons; in the 
freight yards near the stations bringing 
in the farm products and storing them 
on flat care; nnd in long irregular com- 
panies along the roads at night, going 
home from work with their dogs, wheel- 
barrows, babies and arrasful of fagots. 


In one 30-acre field of turnips five 


sturdy matrons were at work and one 
young woman, with an old gray-bearded 
peasant, evidently the father, in a chair 
under a sheltering tree with the baby 
Iwside him. 
He was too old for the 


fighting line or for this other warfare 
of the women in the fields. Further 
Klonp a jrrcnt sweep of fields was dotted 
with knots of women gathering pota- 
toes into liafis. and then throwing the 
filled bags over their shoulders to carry 
to the waiting cnrts.

One stretch of country was 
particularly abundant in straight, young 
saplings, and here the women were at 
work hewing the saplings, piling them 
like cord-wood along the road ready for 
the carts to take to the station. Further 
on, at the station, women were on the

sprinkled among the ranks of the robust 
women. They are cither old men, usu- 
ally bent and crippled who go at their 
{work unsteadily, or very young men and 
toys not yet in the class of 17-year-old 
recruits. But these men are mere sirper- 
rumarics nowadays, much as the women 
verc before the war, when they gave a 
helping hand when the harvest pressure 
was greatest.

New York, Nov. 19.—"The second year 


of the Lincoln highway j/ropaganda, far 
from falling short of the accomplish- 
ments which marked its establishment 
nnd first year of progress, baa, on the 
contrary, witnessed an even greater de- 
velopment and even more noteworthy 
progress," says Austin F. Bement, sec- 
retary of the Lincoln Highway associa- 
tion, in the New i'ork Times. 
The 


striking thing about this progress, writes 
Mr. Bcmcnt, is the fact that the people 
have taken such a great interest in the 
work. For years there has been a grow- 
ing feeling that one of the serious needs 
of this country is better roads, but for 
want of a definite plan of improvement 
upon which it could express its interest 
this feeling has hardly been recognized. 
The Lincoln highway furnished an op- 
portunity for those who favored better 
roads to show the extent of their inter- 
est. The result is that, after two years 
of work, a national highway, extending 
from coast to coast, is now marked s« 
that the traveler cannot lose his way, 
and millions of dollars have been spent 
on improvements. 


Mr. Bement further emphasizes the 


fact that the association is not building 
the highway. Its work ia to convince 
townships, towns, cities, counties 
and 


states that money put into a highway of 
this kind will be well spent and will 
yield a. generous return on the invest- 
ment. In this work the emphasis haf 
been concentrated on three points—tl» 
marking of the route, its rapid improve- 
ment in hard surface material, and the 
dissemination of educational 
literature 


and publicity aiming at the molding of 
public opinion to the idea of expending! 
public funds in a logical, sann and effi- 
cient way, upon roads leading from some 
definite point to some other 
definite 


point, and built of materials which al- 
lows of constant use 3(!5 days in the 
year, regardless of weather conditions. 
At the end of the second year of this 
work the rourt was completely marked 
from New York to San Franciico. "In 


many places," says Mr. Bement, "the 
tourists find the red, white and blue 
murker ou every 
successive telegraph 


pole for miles, as in sections of Ne- 
braska n ml Iowa. Again, only one or 
two to the mile will be found, this par- 
ticularly in the far west, where the 
Lincoln highway is the only road, and 
it is practically impossible to go wrong.*' 


Pennsylvania has appropriated $225,- 


OUO toward the improvement of moun- 
tain roads and the elimination of grade 
crossings along th«i routo in that state, 
and about $100,000 of this amount has 
been spent in the last eighteen months. 
Ohio has spent $350,000 on the highway 
in the hist year, and the records show 
that .$010,000 has been bonded for by 
the various counties through which the 
route passes. Although Indiana has no 
state highway authorities, sixty-eight 


miles of concrete rond iu cither tinder 
construction or bonded for. A 
long 


stretch of concrete highway has been 
completed in Illinois, and Iowa is build- 
ing a hard surface road thirty feet wide 
and 
making provisions 
for 
concrete 


bridges on all roads that will later be- 
come a part of tho complete highway. 
Vive sections of concrete road have been 
completed in Nebraska. Grading, level- 
ing, 
widening and straightening of the 


highway arc being pushed in that state. 
Wyoming has spent over §200,000 on its j 
section of the roud, but as yet it has 
not begun the concrete work. 


Ut.ih and Nevada have spent $75,000 


on the road, but much of the route in j 
these stales lies in desert regions which . 
are sparsely populated. At present 75 
per cent of the route in these states is' 
in good condition, and the rest is pro- 


vided for. 
From Lake Tahoc, on the 


Nevada-California border, to San Fran- 
cisco, the highway is practically a boule- 
vard. AH along the route work is going 
on which will tend to make the highway 
popular. Hotels are being enlarged and 
improved, and gasoline and repair sta- 
tions arc being constructed as an induce- 
ment to attract motorists. The asso- 
ciation feels that its Work has been pro- 
ductive of results which more than jus- 
tify its methods, and in the future it 
will follow about the same lines. 
Al- 


ready Mr. Bement says there is manifest 
throughout the country 
» desire to 


see the 
United 
States in a way 


which heretofore has been impossible. By 
means of this highway the tourist comes 
directly into contact with the people, 
nnd the whole process makes for a more 
unified country.

Remarkable Work is Done 


in Regeneration of 


War's Victims. 


Paris, Nov. 8.—(Correspondence of The 


Associated Press).—The French govern- 
ment recently gave facilities to The As- 
sociated Press and a party of foreign 
journalists, to inspect some of the re- 
markable work which is being 'lone for 
the regeneration of the ranks of strick- 
en, crippled, maimed, and apparently 
hopeless wounded who nre borne back 
from the fighting line at Champagne. 


Under the escort of French officers, the 


party was taken to St. Maurice, a short 
distance outside Paris, where wounded 
are brought after the physical cares of 
surgery have been given, to be nursed 
into convalescence, diverted 
from the 


loss of limbs, and gradually 
educated 


into some new line which recreates them 
into useful members of society. 
St. 


Maurice is of vast dimensions, the build- 
ings and grounds occupying an area prob- 
n my greater than Central park in New 
York. The buildings stretch as far as 
the eye can see; low, two-story stone 
structures, so that the cripples are not 
climbing long stairs, and are near the 
unrdenv, everywhere abundant with flow- 
* 
and shrubbery, to lend cheer to the 


occupants. 


"Two hundred more wounded are com- 


ing," said an attendant, as the officer led 
the way into the first building, the re- 
ceiving ward. 


"Here they are:" said the officer, point- 


ing to 200 liirge glass photographic plates 
ranged and numbered in a case. 


The photographs of the 200 wounded 


had been sent ahead, the plates showing 
with precision the exact wound anil its 
process of healing, some of them being 
x-rnv plates.

STATE INSTITUTIONS 


iWEBlGPROBLtlfl 


Indiana is Now Attaining 


High Bank for Work 


in This Line. 


By Willis S. Thompson. 


Indianapolis, Nov. lO.-Whcn the state 
legislatures have assembled each two 
yc"a" MM «f «"» mo9t troublesome *"b- 
•™t, that has orison at, the opening of 
^sessions and usually contmumg-to 
the close lias been making of provision 
for the charitable, cducatio»al and cor- 


rcctional institutions of the state. This 
was the case until Samuel M. Ralston 
became candidate for governor in 1012. 
During his campaign he made the prom- 
ise to the people that he would ask the 
legislature to make ample provision for 
the maintenance of these institutions, 
placing them outside the necessity of 
constant political lobbying and sustain- 
ing them in an economical yet respectable 
manner, such as becomes the great state 
of Indiana. 


Samuel M. Ralston was elected gov- 


ernor and in this particular as in all 
others, ho lias kept his word with the 
people 
With no reference to political 


lines this part of his administration has 
been most highly commended. 


,Tnst as the question of the manage 


mcnt of these public institutions was 
nnd is interesting to the members of 
the state general assembly, so they con- 
stitute a most intereatmis subject for 


onstant attention from state officials, 
"hey have also become subject for much 
norc intimate study by the people gen- 
erally. They form one of the important 
iroblems of the state government, and 
me constantly growing in importance. 
In the correctional institutions it is no 
longer merely a matter of placing the 
prisoner In-hind the bara, guarding him 
with sa-wcd-off shot guns until his time 
of service expires, turning him loose, with 
due notice to the police to hound him 
until he is caught again, thus keeping 
up the rotation. More attention is given 
to correction than punishment. Reforma- 
tion is sought rather than chastisement 
In methods and purposes Indiana is 
known as a leader in these things. 


So it happens that magazines and 


•newspapers of other states have invest! 
gnted and published tmieh concerning the 
Michigan City prison under Warden 
E. J. Fogarty, and of the "Jeffcrsonvill 


Plan" as conceived and carried forward 
n the reformatory by Dr. D. C. Peyton, 
the superintendent. To the people of In- 
diana the matter becomes one of particu- 
ar interest just now since Governor 
Ralston has come forward with the rec- 
ommendation of a centralized board of 
control for all the state institutions. 
Since the governor has been in the. habit 
of carefully studying mutters of »o much 
importance with* proper care, the people 
iirc ready to start consideration of tins 
matter with a friendly spirit. There is 
no doubt that the subject is going to bo 
most 
thoroughly discussed 
from 
all 


angles, which is what the governor ex- 
pected and what he wishes. He fcays he 
is ready to defend his position. 


The Central hospital for the Insane, at 


Indianapolis, i» "probably one of the most 
widely known of all the public insti- 
tutions of the state. This was divorced 
from politics twenty-three years aeo. 


when Dr. George F. Udenliartcr was first 
iiam*d superintendent. At the time of 
his appointment, Cornelius Mayer be- j 
came the secretary of the institution and 
they worked together for twenty years, 
during which time the grounds were 
changed from an appi-arnneo of the worst 
sort of neglect to one of most nttrnctiye 
surroundings. This was all done with 
small outlay and principally with the 
labor of patients, providing them the 
best sort of diversion and recreation. 


I wont to visit the Central hospital a 


few Sundays ago, going with some 
friends and unannounced. We were sur- 
prised to find a minstrel show in pro- 
m-ess. 
It was not different from any 


minstrel show, being a regular per- 
formance by a regular company.

MODEL CITY CHARIER 


UP FOR DISCUSSION 


Special Committee Report is 


Threshed Out by Munic- 


— ; - . 
ipal Leaguers. 


. Dayton, 0-, Nov. 19.—Discussion of a 
model city charter took up all the. time 
of the concluding sessions of the Nation- 
al Municipal league here today. 
The 


document was prepared by a committee 
of which WiDiam Dudley Foulfce, of 
'• 


Richmond. Ind., was chairman, and which 
has been working on the subject for two 
years. A preliminary 
report of thin 


committee was made to the Baltimore 
convention of the league in 1914. No set 
speeches were on the program today and 
in order to give the widest possible dis- 
cussion to the charter, all debaters were 
limited to five minutes in presenting 
their views. 


The committee's report included plans 


for certain constitutional provisions to 
make - the charter possible in states 
.^rhose organic law would otherwise nul- 
lify some of its provisions. This section 
of "the report embodied provisions giving 
•ny city power to frame and adopt its 
own charter through an election, non- 
partisan commission and subsequent ref- 
erendum election; giving cities power tn 
levy taxes and assessments and to bor- 
row money: to own and operate public 
utilities or to regulate those within its 
borders; and to unite city and county 
Into one system of municipal govern- 
ment under certain circumstances. 


With this as a basis it was proposed 


that the city council should be composer! 
tit from 5 to 25 members, elected at large 
fen a non-partisan basis and if possible 
fcy a- preferential vote based upon pro- 
j»brtion«I representation. The term of 
•ecb -councilman was proposed «s 
four 


.' The council would appoint a city 


c.lerk and civil service coin- 


Jrission. Councilmen would be forbidden 
to deal with any one connected with tlic 
Administrative s'errice except through the 
ritv manager and any attempt to jrivp 
•rders or otherwise interfere with the 
fcdroinistration of the city was made a 
Urisdemeanor, punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment. 
' The, charter provided that the mayor 
fcVrald be recognized as head of the city 
by the courts for serving civil procvsw. 
by the governor of the state for military 
purposes and at all ceremonies.

municipal ownership at stated in-
